Road 

work 

continues

Orange barrels have become a famil¬ 
iar, if unwanted, sight for drivers in Grant 
County. 

As snow melted and temperatures 
broke, the Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet has begun work on several proj¬ 
ects, in particular on Interstate 75. 

In both directions, a $6.3 million pave¬ 
ment reconstruction project on 1-75, the 
152 to 166 mile-markers, is underway. 

This is just south of Williamstown Exit 
154 and just north of Crittenden Exit 166. 
Motorists should expect a single lane clo¬ 
sure on 1-75 during the hours of 7:30 a.m. 
until approximately 6:30 p.m. each day. 

Construction locations will vary along 
this corridor for the duration of the proj¬ 
ect. The speed limit has been reduced to 
55 miles per hour through the work zone. 
Anticipated com¬ 
pletion is July 31, 

2015, however, 
road construction 
work is weather 
dependent. 

“The project 
started last fall in 
order to address 
failing pavement 
sections becoming 
predominately visi¬ 
ble after the 2013- 
2014 snow and ice 
season,” said 
Nancy Wood, pub¬ 
lic information officer, Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet District 6 Office. 
“This project is absolutely necessary to 
repair areas of base and surface failures, 
ultimately producing potholes and reveal¬ 
ing other areas of concern.” 

At times during the construction pro¬ 
cess, the road repairs have cause lengthy 
standstill traffic and long delays. 

Wood said concerns from the public 
always create a tough balance when the 
KTC deals with a repair on the interstate. 

“The poor condition of the pavement, 
along with weather limitations for placing 
asphalt pavement, forced our hand in 
terms of what time of day the repairs 
could be made,” she said. “We had to take 
advantage of favorable temperatures in 
order to perform emergency repairs, and 
unfortunately, that occurred during the 
daytime hours. Now that the weather has 
improved, our double lane closures will 
be taking place during the late evening/ 
overnight hours in order to minimize traf¬ 
fic congestion and delays.” 

Despite beliefs of most frustrated driv¬ 
ers, a considerable amount of planning 
and coordination goes into making diffi¬ 
cult decisions as to how and when road¬ 
ways are repaired, said Wood.

Dry Ridge to expand police department

Dry Ridge will expand its own 
police department instead of con¬ 
solidating services with the Grant 
County Sheriff’s Office. 

The city council unanimously 
made the decision during its April 
20 meeting after previously hear¬ 
ing proposals from Dry Ridge 
Police Chief Rick Kells and the 
sheriff’s office. 

“My ultimate goal was to 
increase and improve the police 
protection,” Mayor Jim Wells 
said. “The council made a positive 
step forward in that The endgame 
is still 24/seven coverage, but I’m

confident that we’re moving in the 
right direction.” 

The city currently has a full¬ 
time police chief who works from 
7 a.m. to 4 p.m. Monday through 
Friday. 

Police services are then sup¬ 
plemented from 8 p.m. to 6 p.m. 
seven days a week through a con¬ 



tract with Williamstown Police. 

Dry Ridge pays the City of 
Williamstown $132,000 per fiscal 
year for the supplemental police 
services. 

In a recent letter to Wells, 
Williamstown Mayor Rick 
Skinner applauded the mayor for 
pursuing 24/seven police protec¬ 


tion for Dry Ridge, but said 
Williamstown was unable finan¬ 
cially to provide what was being 
asked. 

Williamstown will discontinue 
its agreement with Dry Ridge on 
June 30. 

Wells has issues with the gaps 
in police coverage and wants a 
dedicated patrol unit that will 
remain in service 24 hours a day 
that will be responsible for patrol¬ 
ling the city limits, responding to 
and answering requests for service 
within the city limits and enforc¬ 
ing all city ordinances and requests 
for extra patrols as their primary 
coverage area.

Rodney Smith named Dry Ridge fire chief

The Dry Ridge Fire Department 
has a familiar face as its new leader. 

The city council recently chose 
long-time fire fighter Rodney Smith as 
the department’s new chief. 

Smith, who retired from the Fex- 
ington Fire Department in 2011 after 
a 22-year career, also has spent more 
than 25 years with the Dry Ridge Fire 
Department. 

At Dry Ridge, the 51-year-old has 
served in every possible position from 
volunteer and training officer to chief 
for nine years ending in 2002. 

“I’m fortunate to step back in here 
as the leader of this organization again 
and move them forward and get things 
done,” Smith said. 

Smith takes over the position from 
Tom Jump, who recently resigned as 
chief. 

Mayor Jim Wells, who works for 
the Fexington Fire Department and 
previously was a member of the Dry 
Ridge Fire Department, wanted to get 
assistance in finding the next chief. 

“I tried to select a pretty robust 
interview panel of a citizen from the 
community, the Versailles fire chief, 
which is a comparable city, and then 
Sara (Cummins) from the council,” 
Wells said. “I tried to stay out of it be¬ 
cause I’ve know Rodney personally 
for a long time. It was obvious from

those who were in the interview that 
his interview definitely stood out.” 

Smith said the feedback he has 
received since his hire has been great 
and everyone seems excited. 

He is looking forward to leading 
the department. 

“The key to this whole place I feel 
is we grow our own,” Smith said. “As 
people come in here and volunteer 
over the years, hopefully they’ll en¬ 
joy the department enough and want 
to stay here and become a career fire 
fighter or go somewhere else and be¬ 


come one.” 

Becoming chief again starts a new 
chapter for Smith, who recently con¬ 
quered a cancer diagnosis in which 
doctors gave him two to five years to 
live. 

In late March 2013, Smith was di¬ 
agnosed with Stage 4 liver and colon 
cancer. 

After rigorous chemotherapy treat¬ 
ments, a 20-day hospital stay after 
surgery, a collapsed lung and rehab, 
Smith fought through the odds and is 
no cancer-free. 

He goes quarterly to the doctor for 
well visits, which will soon turn into 
six-month checkups. 

“It makes you completely look 
at the world differently,” Smith said 
about his battle with cancer. “When 
you face that and you get told things 
I was told, which were not good, it 
makes that fight that much more im¬ 
portant to you. We’re only here so long 
so we have to make the most of while 
we’re here.” 

“If you would have told me in 1982 
(being a fire fighter) is what I was go¬ 
ing to do the rest of my life, I would 
have thought you were crazy,” Smith 
said. “I wasn’t even thinking about it 
at the time. But, once you get here and 
get with the guys and learning about 
stuff doing what we do, you really en¬ 
joy helping people.” 

As chief, Smith will make $21 per 
hour for a 40-hour work week, accord¬ 
ing to Wells.

Don t play chicken with your health 


B aby chickens or 
ducklings with soft, 
downy fuzz being 
held by young children... 
sounds like the makings of 
an adorable photo, right? 
The scene I described may 
be cute, but it’s also ripe 
with risk for Salmonella. 

Nationwide since the 
1990s, a total of 53 out¬ 
breaks of Salmonella 
have been linked to live 
poultry, resulting in 2,611 
illnesses, 387 hospitaliza¬ 
tions and five deaths, ac¬ 
cording to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention. Those numbers 
include a 2014 outbreak 
that was tied to chickens 
from a Southwest Ohio 
hatchery—which infected 
several Northern Kentucky 
residents last spring. 

When they hold, cuddle 
or kiss the poultry, children 
may be exposed to Salmo¬ 
nella. Live poultry may 
have Salmonella germs 
in their droppings and on 
feathers, feet and beaks— 
even if the animal appears 
healthy and clean. The

germs can also get on cag¬ 
es, coops, hay, plants and 
soil in the area where the 
birds live and roam. Addi¬ 
tionally, the germs can be 
found on the hands, shoes 
and clothing of those who 
handle the birds or work or 
play where the birds live 
and roam. 

Young children are 
especially at risk for Sal¬ 
monella because their im¬ 
mune systems are still de¬ 
veloping and they are more 
likely to put their fingers 
or other items into their 


mouths. 

Once again, hand wash¬ 
ing is an important step in 
preventing the spread of 
disease. 

Wash hands thoroughly 
with soap and water right 
after touching live baby 
poultry or anything in the 
area where they live and 
roam. 

Use hand sanitizer if 
soap and water are not 
readily available. Adult su¬ 
pervision of hand washing 
is a must. 

Even with proper hand 
washing, some groups are 
still at risk for Salmonella, 
including children under 
age 5, older adults and 
those with a weakened im¬ 
mune system. The CDC 
recommends that those 
groups avoid touching live 
poultry altogether. 

Some other tips: 

• Don’t give live poul¬ 
try to children as a gift. 

• Clean any equipment 
or materials associated 
with raising or caring for 
live poultry, such as cages 
or feed or water containers, 


outside the house. 

• Don’t snuggle or kiss 
the birds. 

• Don’t let live baby 
poultry inside the house, 
in bathrooms, or in areas 
where food or drink is pre¬ 
pared, served or stored, 
such as kitchens or outdoor 
patios. 

• Don’t eat or drink 
in the area where the birds 
live or roam. 

If you’ve handled live 
poultry and develop diar¬ 
rhea, vomiting, fever and 
abdominal cramps, con¬ 
tact a health care provider. 
Salmonella can be treated 
with antibiotics. 

While baby chicks, 
ducks and other baby birds 
are certainly cute and cud¬ 
dly, think twice before giv¬ 
ing the animals to young 
children, and everyone 
should wash hands after¬ 
wards. To add color, may I 
suggest some tulips, daffo¬ 
dils or lilies instead?

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Pruning spring 
flowering shrubs 

J une 1 is the official cut off that marks the 
difference between a spring bloomer and a 
summer bloomer. Does it matter that you 
know? Yes, if you want to properly prune be¬ 
cause pruning after June 1 could result in no 
blooms next year. 

This spring was a great one for spring bloom¬ 
ers: lilacs, viburnums, azaleas, rhododendrons 
and many others were all able to do their thing 
without a major frost or freeze here at the farm. 
Many of our favorite spring bloomers, however, 
invariably grow out of control so the question 
arises, “when is the best time to prune?” If you 
want to maintain your spring blooms then prun¬ 
ing spring bloomers right after their blooms fade 
is the goal. The rule of thumb that gardeners live 
by when it comes to pruning blooming shrubs: if 
it blooms before June 1st it blooms on buds set 
last year; if it blooms after June 1st it blooms 
on new growth from the current season. Most 
spring flowering shrubs will have set all their 
buds for next year by this July. 

Even if your shrub is still in good form a little 
pruning each year is not a bad idea because the 
pruning cuts stimulate new vigorous growth, 
which keeps everyone looking good without a 
major overhaul. If you have ever tried to tackle 
an old lilac or viburnum you will appreciate the 
wisdom here; over grown 
shrubs can be difficult to 
prune if they have gone 
too long without attention. 

When pruning set a 
goal that includes reduc¬ 
ing size, thinning, and re¬ 
moving the oldest, dead or 
pest damaged wood. An¬ 
other rule of thumb is that 
we should only remove 
about 1/3 of a shrub at a 
time. All this pruning will 
encourage new, vigorous 
growth and will improve 
the overall appearance and 
health of an old shrub. 

Summer blooming 
shrubs like Spirea and 
Weigelia can still be pruned, as well, although 
it is best to get this done in early spring. Prun¬ 
ing now will delay your summer bloom a little 
but the act of pruning will encourage new growth 
and bloom. 

Evergreens like boxwood, Taxus and holly are 
best pruned after the threat of frost has passed in 
spring so you can still tackle the chore now to re¬ 
duce size and thin the shrubs. These evergreens 
will put out vigorous new growth after pruning 
so don’t be afraid to do some hard pruning on 
these if major rejuvenation is needed. 

Your next opportunity to thin and prune these 
evergreens is in late summer, early enough for 
the new growth (that is always stimulated after 
making a pruning cut) to harden off before our 
first frost. 

While the recommendation for fertilizing 
woody plants is to do so in the fall of the year, 
spring bloomers and evergreens benefit from a 
little fertilization in the spring as they push new 
growth, bloom and set buds. 

Most of these plants like a lower soil pH, as 
well, so some composted manure with a layer of 
pine straw mulch or a light application of a fertil¬ 
izer formulated for acid-loving plants will help to 
maintain an agreeable soil pH. There are some new 
sea-based fertilizers for acid-loving plants that are 
formulated from lobster shell and seaweed, for ex¬ 
ample, if you are looking for an organic alternative.

Knoxville Baptist welcomes new pastor

Craig Batson knew at a 
young age that he wanted to 
become a minister. 

Batson, originally from 
Winter Haven, Florida, grew 
up in Lake Wales Florida 
where he became involved 
in the West Side Baptist 
Church. 

“My mother took every 
opportunity to involve us in 
the activities offered by the 
church.” Batson said. 

At the tender age of 9, he 
began asking questions and 
became concerned about 
spiritual things. 

“Mom invited our pastor 
to come to our home and as 
we sat around the kitchen 
table, he shared the Gospel 
with me and also my broth¬ 
er. He shared with us from 
the Bible that we were sin¬ 
ners and that Jesus had died 
on the cross to pay the pen¬ 
alty for our sin.

Batson said that the fol¬ 
lowing Sunday, he present¬ 
ed himself to the church as 
a new believer and was bap¬ 
tized and became a member 
of the West Side Baptist 
Church. 

“From that time until 
now, the Lord Jesus had 
been my master, friend, 
counselor and teacher,” Bat¬ 
son said. 

As a teenager, Batson at¬ 
tended youth activities of the 
West Side Baptist Church. 
Each summer, the youth 
group would join with other 
churches in central Florida 
and attend a camp in North 
Carolina. 

“It was at this youth 
camp, when I was 16 that I 
felt God calling me to preach 
and serve Him as a minister 
of the Gospel,” Batson said.

After completing col¬ 
lege, Batson’s church at the 
time, Bellevue Baptist in 
Memphis, ordained him to 
the Gospel ministry. 

“The men on that ordi¬ 
nation council have been 
spiritual mentors and great 
friends through the years 
and I take their counsel as 
a part of God’s continued 
watch care over my efforts 
to serve Him.” Batson said. 

“I have been married 


to Robyne since Nov. 23, 
1985, She wholeheart¬ 
edly supports my call and 
service to the ministry. 
We both feel that God has 
called us into the ministry. 
She is God’s wonderful 
gift to me and perfect help¬ 
mate. Although she has to 
spend a great deal of her 
focus on our children, she 
seeks to be active and in¬ 
volved in ministry as the 
Lord leads her.

The SUV then stopped momentarily 
before the vehicle backed over Younger. 

Nearby customers rushed to Younger’s 
aid and 911 was called. 

Grant County Sheriff Chuck Dills said 
the driver told deputies that he was look¬ 
ing to the right into the store’s entrance 
when he unknowingly struck Younger. 


Donnelly said he backed up because 
he heard a noise from his vehicle and 
thought there was an issue with his car, 
according to Dills. 

He did not realize he had hit a pedes¬ 
trian until after he backed up. 

“There doesn’t appear to be alcohol or 
drug involvement,” Dills said. “It’s strict¬ 
ly driver inattention.” Possibly, because 
of his age, there may have been some 
slow reaction time.” 


No charges have been filed against 
Donnelly. 

The sheriff’s office plans to submit a 
request that Donnelly take his driver’s 
license test again because of his age. 

Younger suffered significant injuries 
to his head, face, legs, arms and chest. 

He was taken by ambulance to the 
University of Cincinnati Medical Center. 

The accident continues to be under 
investigation by Deputy Kevin Burke.

Complete Streets coming

With a unanimous vote at the 
April Grant County Fiscal Court meet¬ 
ing, Grant County became the first 
county in the state to pass a Complete 
Streets ordinance. 

Complete streets, according to 
Lynn Sadler of Northern Kentucky 
Health Department, are a “change (in) 
local policies and systems so that we 
are better able to walk or bike (on) 
complete streets.” 

Specifically, complete streets are 
“roadways designed for all modes of 
transportation—walking, biking, cars 
and trucks.” 

Complete streets mean any plans 
for new streets and updating of exist¬ 
ing streets will “include the many ele¬ 
ments to make the road more inclu¬ 
sive, such as bike lanes, sidewalks, 
crosswalks, pedestrian signals, bus 
lanes and lighting.” 

New and updated road plans will 
be made with the safety of all users- 
not just vehicles-in mind. 

Grant County residents over¬ 
whelmingly support complete streets- 


in a 2011 survey, 98.6 percent sup¬ 
ported the idea. 

“Complete streets represent a poli¬ 
cy change that can help us re-think our 
transportation choices—so in the 
future when taking those short trips to 
the store, post office or friend’s house, 
we’ll be able to leave the car keys 
behind, and instead lace up our walk¬ 
ing shoes or grab our bike helmets,” 
Sadler said. 

This program can also help to 
address Kentucky’s obesity problem. 

“If we have complete street 
approved sidewalks and roads, it will 
be easier to be active by biking or 
walking to destinations under our own 
power instead of riding in motor vehi¬ 
cles,” Sadler said. 

Corinth, Williamstown and Dry 
Ridge had already adopted their own 
ordinances to include the complete 
street concept into their new construc¬ 
tion and improvements. 

Complete Streets approval was a 
project of FFLAG (Fitness for Life 
Around Grant County), the Northern 
Kentucky Health Department, Interact 
for Health and Kentucky Youth 
Advocates. 


“We strive to do the best we can to 
make our roadways safe and in 
acceptable condition for the traveling 
public,” she said. “Road construction 
is never pretty, but the end result is 
worth the wait.” 

Along with the interstate project, 
the state plans to resurface three addi¬ 
tional Grant 

County roads this year. 

Those roads include: KY 2948 
(Ruark Road, Duncan Road) from the 
0 to 0.3 mile-marker, KY 36 
(Jonesville Road, Cordova Road) 
from the 14.7 to 19 mile-marker and 
KY 22 (Taft Highway, Dry Ridge 
Bypass, Paris St, Falmouth Road) 
from the 11.7 to 15.5 mile-marker. 

While the roads will be resurfaced 
this year, Wood said the actual sched¬ 
ule hinges on the contractor who has 
been awarded the project, mostly 
based upon their workload and other 
projects that they have on their sched¬ 
ule of completion. 

“Every year, state routes are 
assessed in terms of their condition,” 
Wood said. “They are basically 
assigned within a point system based 
upon several areas of their respective 
condition and ranked within the dis¬ 
trict and logged into a database.” 

Once a particular route(s) is cho¬ 
sen to be repaved, others within the 
database move up the list based upon 
their ranking criteria and current con¬ 
dition. 

Another local project on the radar 
for the state is a bridge replacement 
on CR 1142 in Grant County. 

A new bridge will be constructed 
on the north end of Delaney Road 
near US 25. The estimated $2.25 
million project has an October letting 
date. 

Wood said construction on the 
project is planned for the summer of 
2016 and will take about a year to 
complete. 

Currently, KTC District 6 has 
about $116 million in active and 
upcoming projects. 

KTC officials caution drivers to 
pay extra attention when entering 
construction work zones. 

“Last year, luckily, there were zero 
fatalities in our District 6 work zones, 
but there were 308 crashes that result¬ 
ed in 52 injuries,” said Bob Hill, the 
District 6 Work Zone Safety 
Coordinator. 

Statewide, there were 791 crashes 
in highway construction and mainte¬ 
nance work zones. 

Three people died and 173 people 
were injured in those crashes. 

In 2013, the latest year for which 
national statistics are available, there 
were 579 work zone fatalities in the 
United States.

The unit also will be responsible for 
patrolling the city park and working with 
any necessary agencies to reduce drug 
trafficking. 

The city also wants a detective to fol¬ 
low up and work open cases to reduce the 
dependence on the patrol unit to work 
cases and not being available to provide 
adequate patrol functions. 

The sheriff’s office previously merged 
police services with Dry Ridge from 2000 
to 2007. 

The proposal by the sheriff’s office 
highlighted that immediate cost savings 
for the city would come with already hav¬ 
ing a facility that includes an interview 
room, records and evidence storage and 
more. 

The sheriff’s office also already has 
cruisers, equipment, liability insurance, 
family health insurance and workers 
comp that the city would have to fund in 
their own expansion of services. 

If the agencies would have consoli¬ 
dated, the sheriff’s office would have 
added five deputies, along with the con¬ 
tinuation of the employment of Kells 
through the sheriff’s office. 

One deputy would have beed dedicat¬ 
ed to Dry Ridge at all times with the abil¬ 
ity to pull other deputies in as needed. 

The proposal also included one full¬ 
time and one part-time detective. 

The total first-year cost for consolida¬ 
tion was estimated at $600,000. 

“The reason I can do these services 
cheaper is because I generate my own 
revenue,” Sheriff Chuck Dills said to the 
council. “I generate a little over $1 mil¬ 
lion off of fees. That’s how I’m saving 
you money. I’m looking to streamline our 
services. I’m in Dry Ridge as it is. We’re 
serving papers in Dry Ridge. I have pro¬ 
grams that are already implemented. I 
have excellent staff that can investigate 
your crimes for you.” 

Although Kells would have remained 


on staff if the sheriff’s office took over 
services, he said it would not be a merger, 
but an acquisition. 

“You would be giving everything here 
to (the sheriff’s office,)” Kells said to 
council members. “A merger would be 
two different parties coming together to 
form one thing. You (would be) turning 
over all your assets and everything to the 
sheriff.” 

Kells revised his initial proposal and 
outlined an incremental expansion of 
polices services within the department to 
council during the April 20 meeting. 

“We went back and looked at it and 
came up with a proposal that offers a 
operating and financial management plan 
that I believe is sustainable,” Kells said. 
“It still maintains a strong commitment to 
fiscal accountability as well as attempts 
to address the City of Dry Ridge’s needs.” 

In the plan, the city would budget 
$480,735 in next year’s budget for a 
police department that would include 
Kells and three new officers. 

However, the city would initially fund 
the hiring of two officers and any needed 
equipment and vehicles at an estimated 
$352,754 to make sure costs are not 
higher than expected. 

“I like the idea of budgeting for the 
three (officers) but hiring the two,” said 
council member Carisa Hughett. “That 
way we can see where we’re at and fall 
back on it. If it’s going great, we can hire 
that third person. I like that idea.” 

After Kells new proposal, Dills offered 
to provide similar initial services from the 
sheriff’s office for$450,000, about 
$30,000 less. 

Kells’ complete proposal stated that it 
would cost $873,498 for the city to imme¬ 
diately fund a department with Kells, five 
new officers, a detective and all needed 
equipment and vehicles. 

“We not really asking anyone to con¬ 
tribute anymore tax money,” Kells said 
about the plan. “We’re not raising the 
payroll tax. We’re just using what we cur¬ 


rently have coming in. Now, if businesses 
start coming in and more revenue starts 
coming in, we may be able to jump up 
and skip some of these steps. This kind of 
stair steps it up.” 

When it came to a vote, all council 
members sided with Kells’ proposal. 

“Nothing against the sheriff’s depart¬ 
ment, but, if we’re going to invest this 
much money, whether it’s the $480,000, 
the $600,000 or the $873,000, I’d like to 
have something to show for it,” said 
council member Sara Cummins. “I think 
we should invest our money in the Dry 
Ridge Police Department.” 

Council member Kenny Edmondson, 
who said he is grateful for what the sher¬ 
iff’s office has done for the city in the 
past, agreed with Cummins. 

“I think as a city, if we hand’t given up 
our own police department in 2000, we 
wouldn’t be sitting here having this con¬ 
versation today,” Edmondson said. “I 
think the $1 million we’ve given 
Williamstown, we don’t have anything to 
show for it.” 

Fred Money said the City of Dry 
Ridge needed to look toward the future as 
it continues to grow. 

“Our city is the next Florence,” Money 
said. “I think we’ve got to move for¬ 
ward.” 

Wells said he would like to see the full 
plan of a chief plus five officers and a 
detective by the 2016-17 fiscal year. 

The additional expenditures would be 
funded through available carryover funds 
from the budget and cost-saving staffing 
changes in the Dry Ridge Fire Department. 

Despite the council’s decision, Dills 
said he supports Dry Ridge as they look 
to expand its police services. 

“Dry Ridge is a growing and they 
really need to enhance their (police) cov¬ 
erage,” Dills said. “We were just trying to 
offer solutions at a reasonable cost. 
Ultimately, it’s their decision and I sup¬ 
port them on starting their own police 
department.”

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ORDINANCE NO. 792-2015 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF DRY RIDGE, GRANT COUNTY, KENTUCKY, ESTABLISHING 
PROCEDURES AND REQUIREMENTS FOR THE PROVIDING AND DELIVERY OF MUNICIPAL WATER AND 
SEWERAGE UTILITIES TO THE PROPERTY AND PREMISE OF CUSTOMERS WITHIN THE CITY OF DRY 
RIDGE; ESTABLISHING FEES AND CHARGES TO INITIATE MUNICIPAL WATER AND SEWERAGE UTILITIES 
SERVICES TO PROPERTY AND PREMISES; ESTABLISHING PROCEDURES AND REQUIREMENTS FOR 
CUSTOMER BILLING, TIMELY PAYMENT OF CHARGES FOR UTILITIES SERVICES, DISCONNECTION OF 
UTILITIES SERVICES FOR DEFAULT OR NONPAYMENT OF UTILITIES CHARGE; AND THE OF REPEAL OF 
CITY OF DRY RIDGE ORDINANCES NO. 392-1984, NO. 404-1986, NO. 602-2000 AND NO. 772-2013. 

WHEREAS, the City of Dry Ridge maintains and operates utilities systems for the delivery of potable water and 
sanitary sewerage services to residential and nonresidential properties and premises within the City of Dry Ridge, 
Kentucky; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Dry Ridge, Kentucky, hereunder and hereby establishes procedures and requirements 
concerning the implementation and initiation of water and sewerage services to the city’s customers together with the 
fixing of a deposit charge to initiate such utilities services; establishment of procedures and requirements concerning the 
billing of customers for the cost for such utilities services and the timely payment thereof the establishment of procedures 
for the termination of such utilities services for customer default or nonpayment of charges for such services and the 
providing for security liens and liabilities for the cost and value of utilities services provided to person, property or 
premises. 

BE IT HEREBY ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF DRY RIDGE, KENTUCKY, FOR 
AND ON BEHALF OF THE CITY OF DRY RIDGE, KENTUCKY, AS FOLLOWS: 

Section One 
(Ordinance Repeat) 

City of Dry Ridge Ordinance No. 392-1984, Ordinance No. 404-1986, Ordinance No. 602-2000 and Ordinance No. 772- 
2013 heretofore enacted, be and the same is and are hereby repealed. 

Section Two 

(Premises liability & Lien Security) 

Such roes real, property and premises together with all hereditaments, appurtenances, improvements, accessions and 
fixtures thereupon or thereto, so provided or receiving the benefit of potable water or sanitary sewerage services, shall be 
subject lien, levy, claim and assessment immediate for the cost and charges for the municipal utilities services provided to 
same whether such property or premises be vacant, or occupied by the owner thereof, or the owner’s tenant, lessee, or 
assigns. 

Section Three 

(Liabilities of Owner or Occupant) 

The owner (fee grantee under indenture of mesne conveyance) of the property or premises provided or receiving utilities 
services together with the owner’s tenant, lessee or assigns, shall be jointly and severally liable and responsible for the 
payment of any and all cost and charges for the water and sewerage utilities services so provided. 

Section Four 
(Utility Accounts) 

All utility service accounts shall be listed, carried and maintained in the name of the fee owner of the property or 
premises receiving or provided water or sewerage utility services whether the said fee owner be insitu or otherwise not In 
repose. Further, if the said property or premises be subject to let or lease, the lessee-tenant shall also be listed on the 
utilities’ service account, especially if the lessee-tenant be the applicant-depositor of or on a utility initiation deposit 
account referred to herein. Further and however, the naming or showing of the name of the lessee-tenant on the utilities 
service account shall not affect, effect or otherwise negate the owner’s liability or responsibility for account payment or 
having the serviced property or premises being subjected to lien, claim or assessments for utilities’ debts incurred or had 
for payment default. 

Section Five 
(Reserved)

Section Seven 

(Utility Services Initiation, Requirements & Expenditures) 

Prior to the initiation, delivery, providing or connection to property or premises of utilities for potable water and/or 
sanitary sewerage services, the prospective customer, whether owner, a tenant, or both, shall make application to the Dry 
Ridge City Clerk and comply, stand and perform as follows: 

(A) Be competent to transact business and if a person, be beyond nonage and at least 18 years of age. 

(B) Provide assurance that the property and premises to receive utilities services has an inside turnoff valve for water 
service. 

(C) The making and execution of the application form by the owner, the tenant-lessee if the property is under lease or 
let, and the record filing of a copy of the landlord and tenant lease or having the landlord’s memorialized and signed 
acknowledgment on the application form as to the nature and term of the tenancy, leasehold, and premises occupancy by 
the tenant-applicant. 

(D) For both residential and nonresidential properties and premises, the owner or tenant of same, as the case may be, 
shall pay to the to the City Clerk a service fee as determined and warranted for initiation of utility services and further 
shall make an initiation charge/security deposit to provide a good faith fund against the ongoing costs, charges and 
expenses for utilities, to-wit: One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) for municipal water service; and One Hundred Dollars 
($100.00) for sanitary sewerage services, all in the total amount of Two Hundred Dollars ($200.00). 

(E) In the event of a default, delinquency or nonpayment of the depositor’s utility charges billing account, the monies 
within the customer’s initiation charge/security deposit account shall be applied toward the payment of any and all 
outstanding delinquent debts due and owing as to the customer’s utilities billing account with the surplus therein, if any, 
after application to the billing delinquency, to remain in the said initiation charge/security deposit account. 

(F) Except as to utility customers that are non-owner tenants or lessees of the property or premises having an initiation 
charge/security deposit account active together with a customer utility billing account that has been timely serviced and 
paid and not subject to the issuance of a delinquency or default during the 12-month billing cycle next after the time of 
initial deposit, then such deposit account shall, upon request, be refunded, except that such deposit made by a renter, 
lessee or tenant shall not be refunded or made until termination of lease or the depositor’s leasehold estate and the 
depositor’s due removal and vacation of the property and premises under and together with the depositor’s payment of his 
final bill as provided for herein.

(Utilities Billings & Payments) 

(A) The City of Dry Ridge shall prepare monthly utility billings and send the same to the customers at the addresses 
provided by the said customers. 

(B) Failure to receive a monthly bill will in no way release the customer from due dates or any other related obligations 
including timely payment. Any customer who does not receive a bill for utilities provided by the city, shall notify the City 
Clerk that no bill was received, and, thereafter, the City Clerk shall make and issue a new bill to the customer. 

(C) All utility bills shall be paid timely by cash, check, certified check, money order or credit card made payable to the 
order of the City of Dry Ridge, Kentucky. Partial payments of said billing and accounts may be accepted by the City of 
Dry Ridge by decision and entry made by the Dry Ridge City Council upon application. However, said partial payment 
shall be considered as a default by the customer so subjecting the customer and the property or premises being provided 
utilities’ services to actions for default and nonpayment of utility accounts which may result in penalties, service charges 
and disconnection from and termination of service. 

(D) A utility customer’s returned check shall be deemed and considered as a nonpayment subjecting the customer to a 
levy and payment of a service fee for an account in default. Further, should a customer at any time, suffer a second 
returned or dishonored check, the same will result in another service fee; and, thereafter, such customer shall be required 
to pay utility billings by cash, money order or credit card. 

(E) All monthly utility billing accounts are due on the 15th day of each calendar-month and subject to the levy of a 
penalty of ten percent (10%) and other determined charges and fees, if not paid within and by the 15th day of that instant, 
calendar-month to the City of Dry Ridge by the close of the city’s business day being 5:00 p.m., prevailing time, by 
worthy and honored remittance to the city offices and personnel direct; by deposit to and within the city’s drop-box at the 
entrance of the entrance of the city building; by official United States postal delivery to and placement of the said payment 
into the city’s mail box at the United States Post Office in Dry Ridge, Kentucky; or by worthy and timely payment made 
to the city’s order into the city’s utility payment account at the Forcht Bank in Dry Ridge, Kentucky. 

(F) Any utility billing account not paid by the 22nd day of the calendar-month, or paid thereafter, shall be deemed to be 
delinquent, in default, subject to the levy of a ten percent (10%) penalty as provided for above in subsection E, a 
determined service of $35.00, and other service fees and charges found, and the termination of utility services. Further, 
monies owed after 5:00 p.m., prevailing time on the 22nd, shall be paid or remitted by guaranteed funds only. 

(G) Upon finding of a utility billing account to be delinquent, in addition to termination of utilities’ service, the City of 
Dry Ridge, may at its election, take all actions, in law or equity, to enforce and foreclose its lien upon property and 
premises for monies and debts owed for utilities, or take any actions to recover the debt or monies owed.

(A) No initial or reconnected utilities services shall be made or provided to person, property or premises until the 
initiation charges and deposits are made and paid. 

(B) No initial or reconnected utility services shall be provided to person, property or premises for or to which utilities 
billing accounts be delinquent, or for, or to, or upon which monies and sums be still owed or remain unpaid, or be in 
delinquency, until such delinquent accounts or monies owed for current utilities services be paid. 

(C) No person or customer having one or more utility billing accounts in default, or being deemed as delinquent, shall be 
provided utilities services to any other site, location, address, place, or any other property or premises within the City of 
Dry Ridge, Kentucky, until any and all such utility billing accounts in default or being delinquent be paid current. 

(D) Returned or dishonored customer checks or drafts are and shall be deemed and treated as a no payment and 
nonpayment subject to determined service charges and service fees and be grounds for the finding of a customer default or 
delinquency, and termination of service. 

(E) Customers tendering or suffering two (2) returned or dishonored checks, or drafts, or other modes of payment direct 
or to a factor’s intermediate depository debt-payment account inuring to the city’s benefit for initiation charge/security 
deposit or the amount of a utility billing account, shall be, thereafter, required to pay utility billing accounts by guaranteed 
funds only and be subject to all determined services charges and service fees. 

(F) Service charges and service fees referenced herein are monies settled and inuring to the benefit of the city to 
compensate it for expenses incurred for requisite utilities’ work and activities, or insure the city for and against financial- 
monetary-accounting expenses issuing out of utility customer’s dishonored or non worthy payments and tenders, all being 
in an amount and sum present and current of not less than Thirty-Five ($35.00) Dollars for each determined, covered 
activity or exposure to financial -monetary-accounting liability or loss. 

(G) If the last day of the due-payment term-period provided for and referenced in Section - E of the herein ordinance 
falls on a weekend, Saturday, Sunday or any holiday observed by the City of Dry Ridge, then the utility customer is given 
to 5:00 p.m., prevailing time, on the next business-working day to make and effect a worthy payment direct to the city’s 
offices or as provided for in Section 10 - E of this ordinance and of even date. 

Section Fifteen 

This ordinance shall become effective and be in full force and effect when passed, ordained, ordered published and 
published according to law.

LEGAL NOTICE 

WILLIAMSTOWN ORDINANCE 2015-03 
TITLE 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF WILLIAMSTOWN, GRANT COUNTY, KENTUCKY, HEREBY ESTABLISHING 
AND ENACTING A “WILLIAMSTOWN PUBLIC RIGHT-OF-WAY ORDINANCE” AND BEING ESTABLISHED 
AND CODIFIED IN CHAPTER 105 OF THE WILLIAMSTOWN OF ORDINANCES. 

NARRATIVE 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF WILLIAMSTOWN, GRANT COUNTY, KENTUCKY, HEREBY ESTABLISHING 
AND ENACTING A “WILLIAMSTOWN PUBLIC RIGHT-OF-WAY ORDINANCE” AND BEING ESTABLISHED 
AND CODIFIED IN CHAPTER 105 OF THE WILLIAMSTOWN OF ORDINANCES. 

PENALTIES 

The full text of each section of the Williamstown Ordinance No. 2015-03 that imposes fine, penalty, forfeiture, tax or fee 
is as follows: 

SECTION IX 

Chapter 105-9. REQUIREMENT TO REGISTER AND PAY FEES: REGISTRATION REQUIRED: EFFECT OF 
REGISTRATION: EXCEPTIONS . 

(a) Requirement to register and pay fees. Unless otherwise excepted by this chapter, it shall be unlawful for any party to 
install, operate, construct or maintain any facilities within the rights-qf-way unless such facilities are registered with the 
Government by filing the registration statement required herein and all applicable registration, annual general permit and 
franchise fees are paid to the Government. 

(b) Registration. Any party who owns any facilities within the right-of-way or who seeks to occupy the right-of-way to 
install, construct or maintain any facilities within the rights-of-way shall file a registration statement as further described 
herein. 

(c) Exceptions for reseller service providers and lessees. A reseller service provider or a lessee shall not be required to 
register those facilities it utilizes solely for the purpose of reselling, or those facilities it utilizes as a lessee. 

(d) Effect of registration. Registration does not convey legal or equitable title to the rights-of-way nor does it place a 
registrant in a position of priority with respect to other registrants. Registration does not excuse a party from having to 
obtain a franchise, lease or other agreement, if otherwise required; or from obtaining any required or necessary agreement 
with the Government or other party with respect to the placement of facilities on the Government’s or another party’s 
facilities. 

(e) Exceptions. The following types of facilities are not required to be registered pursuant to this chapter and the party 
responsible for such facilities is not otherwise required to comply with the provisions of this chapter expressly pertaining to 
registrants. However the party responsible for such facilities is required to comply with all remaining provisions of this 
chapter that are not expressly limited to registrants, 

unless otherwise exempted. 

(1) Newspaper stands; 

(2) Signage; 

(3) Facilities associated with sidewalk cafes or the sale of goods or merchandise; 

(4) Facilities owned by the Commonwealth of Kentucky; and 

(5) Facilities owned by the Government. 

SECTION X 

Chapter 105-10. REGISTRATION STATEMENT 

A registration statement shall be filed with the City and shall be in a form to be promulgated by the City, which shall 
include the following information: 

(1) The identity and legal status of the registrant, including any affiliates who own or operate any facilities in the 
rights-of-way and the name, title, address, and telephone number of the individual responsible for the accuracy of the 
registration statement. 

(2) The registrant’s address, telephone number, facsimile number, email address, as well as a local point of contact 
available to be contacted in the event of an emergency. 

(3) A general description of all services that the registrant currently provides or offers to provide (i.e. water, sewer, 
gas, electric, telephony, internet, cable, video or other utility services) through the utilization of its facilities. 

(4) A statement of the authority pursuant to which the registrant occupies the rights-of-way. 

(5) A statement of the amount, if any, of any fee to which the registrant is subject pursuant to any franchise 
agreement, lease, or other agreement between the registrant and the Government. 

(6) Proof that the registrant is insured in the form of a copy of a certificate of insurance or self-insurance that is in 
compliance with the insurance requirements this chapter or its franchise agreement. 

(7) If the registrant is a utility, the number of the registrant’s certificate of authorization or license to provide utility 
service issued by the Kentucky Public Service Commission, or other state or federal authority, if any. 

(8) Notice of changes. The registrant shall notify the City within thirty (30) days of any change in information 
contained in the registration statement. 

SECTION XI 

Chapter 105-11. REJECTION OR CANCELLATION OF REGISTRATION 

(a) Within ten (10) working days of the filing of the registration statement or the discovery of the inaccuracy of the 
registration statement by the City, the City shall provide written notice to any party who (1) does not possess proper 
authorization to occupy the rights-of-way with facilities, (2) fails to pay the appropriate registration fee, or (3) fails to 
accurately complete the registration statement. Such written notice shall specify the deficiency and shall notify the party 
what corrective action must be taken. If the party fails to correct the deficiency within ten (10) days, the City shall reject or 
cancel the registration unless it can be shown by the party that significant steps have been taken to correct the deficiency, 
upon which showing the City may provide an additional reasonable extension of time, or provide approval of the 
registration contingent upon the party’s ability to correct the deficiency to the satisfaction of the City. 

(b) A registrant who no longer continues to place, maintain, or own any facilities in the rights-of-way may cancel its 
registration upon providing the City with written notice of at least thirty (30) days. 

SECTION XII 

Chapter 105-12. RECONSIDERATION OF REJECTION OR CANCELLATION 

(a) If the City rejects or cancels a registration statement, the registrant may file with the City within ten (10) days of 
receipt of the notice of rejection or cancellation a written request for reconsideration, which must include the basis for the 
registrant’s position. 

(b) The Mayor, or his designee, may hear any relevant evidence in deciding the reconsideration and will notify the 
registrant in the event that further information is required. The Mayor, or his designee, shall render a final decision in 
writing within ten (10) days of receipt of the registrant’s written request for reconsideration or the receipt of any further 
evidence, whichever is later, and will provide the registrant the basis for his decision. 

SECTION XIII 

Chapter 105-13. TERM OF REGISTRATION 

A registration made pursuant to this chapter shall be effective for a period of one (1) year beginning January 1 of each year. 
By no later than January 1 of each year, each registrant shall file with the City a new registration statement or a renewal of 
such registrant’s registration on such form as shall be required by the City. 

SECTION XIV 

Chapter 105-14. REGISTRATION FEE 

Each registrant that is not otherwise exempted under this chapter at the time of filing any registration statement and that 
does not have a valid current annual general permit from the Government, shall pay an annual registration fee in the 
amount of two hundred fifty dollars ($250.00). 

SECTION XIX 

Chapter 105-19. PERMITS REQUIRED: NOTICE OF ACTIVITIES: EXCEPTIONS: DENIALS 

Unless otherwise exempted by this chapter, any party performing an activity within the rights-of-way that requires a permit 
pursuant to this chapter must obtain the applicable permit prior to the performance of such activity and pay any applicable 
permit fee. 

(1) An annual general permit shall be obtained at the time of the submission of the registration statement or immediately 
upon the registrant or the City determining that the registrant is performing activity within the right-of-way that requires 
the issuance of such a permit. Any work performed without proper notification shall constitute work being done without a 
permit, and as such subject to the levy of fines. 

a. Installation or replacement of wiring on existing utility poles when the work (a) necessitates presence in the right- 
of-way for more than one (1) day or (b) involves more than one thousand (1,000) line feet of cable or wire; 

b. Replacement of existing utility poles when the work (a) necessitates presence in the right-of-way for more than 
two (2) days or (b) involves more than one thousand (1,000) line feet of cable or wire; 

c. Excavations of existing facilities from ten (10) to twenty-five (25) square feet with no street or sidewalk cuts; 

d. Installation of new underground lines in trenches of less than two hundred fifty (250) linear feet with a width of 
six (6) inches or less and with no street, curb, apron or sidewalk cuts; 

e. Installation of new underground lines in trenches of fifty (50) linear feet or less with a width of twenty-four (24) 
inches or less and with no street, curb, apron or sidewalk cuts; 

f. An underground boring larger than three (3) inches in diameter; or 

g. Any underground boring located under a paved street. 

Any other activity performed pursuant to an annual general permit need not be reported to the Government unless 
otherwise required under this chapter. The notification shall consist of, at a minimum, the name of the registrant, a general 
description of the location (by address(es) or street(s)) and the nature or type of the activity performed (e.g. installation of 
wiring, boring, pole replacement, etc). Said notification may be provided in writing via e-mail or facsimile transmission. 

(2) An installation permit or a surface cut permit for the performance of nonemergency work shall be applied for at least 
ten (10) days prior to such planned activity. Notwithstanding the foregoing, the City may waive said time period for good 
cause shown. The City must approve, deny, or conditionally approve a permit application within five (5) business days of 
the receipt of the application and in the case of a conditional approval or denial, state in writing the basis for such 
determination and what conditions must be met by the applicant in order to obtain a permit. Any work performed without 
proper notification shall constitute work being done without a permit, and as such subject to the levy of fines. 

(3) A permit issued pursuant to an emergency shall be applied for no later than five (5) business days after the discovery 
of the emergency. 

(4) All applications for permits shall contain the following information: 

a. The identity and legal status of the applicant (the party to whom the permit is issued). 

b. The name, address and telephone number of the officer, agent or employee requesting the permit. 

c. A description of all activities covered by the permit, and in the case of an installation permit or a surface cut permit 
the locations and estimated dates and times of commencement and completion thereof. 

d. The number of all surface cuts covered by the surface cut permit, and the number of square feet of right-of-way 
surface to be removed; or the number of linear feet included in the installation. 

(5) A single permit may be issued for multiple surface cuts or installations; provided that no such surface cut or 
installation covered in a single permit shall be more than three hundred (300) feet apart. Notwithstanding the foregoing, the 
City may grant a single permit for multiple surface cuts or installations that are more than three hundred (300) feet upon a 
showing by the permit applicant that such an expansion of activity shall not significantly affect the City’s ability to 
efficiently administer this chapter. 

(6) Notification of inspections. If the City knows at the time of the issuance of the permit that it shall require an 
inspection(s), it will notify the permittee that such an inspection(s) is required. 

(7) Denial or revocation. The City, in its reasonable discretion, may deny or revoke a permit for failure to satisfy the 
material requirements and conditions of this chapter or if the denial is otherwise necessary to protect the health, safety, and 
welfare of the citizens of City of Williamstown. In addition, the City may issue a permit that is contingent upon the 
applicant performing certain requirements that shall be specified in the permit. 

(8) Exceptions. Permits are not required to be obtained pursuant to this chapter if the facilities involved are of the 
following nature. However, the party responsible for such facilities is required to comply with all remaining provisions of 
this chapter as well as any other chapter that may apply, unless otherwise exempted. 

a. Newspaper stands 

b. Signage; 

c. Facilities associated with sidewalk cafes or the sale of goods or merchandise; 

d. Facilities owned by the Commonwealth of Kentucky, including the University of Kentucky; and 

e. Facilities owned by the Government 

SECTION XX 

Chapter 105-20. PERMIT FEES: CREDITS: DISPLAY 

(a) Every registrant shall pay the fees associated with permitting under this chapter annually based upon the 
provisions of this chapter so as to equitably assess the impact of the activities performed in the rights-of-way by all 
registrants and permittees. Franchisees may elect to pay these fees as either a portion of their franchise fees, or in 
addition to their franchise fees, as so allowed by their franchise agreement and consistent with state laws. 

(b) Annual general permit. Unless otherwise prohibited by law, or otherwise exempted, each registrant that occupies 
the right-of-way shall obtain an annual general permit. Registrants shall pay an annual fee of fifteen thousand dollars 
($15,000.00) in order to obtain an annual general permit. 

(c) Installation permit. Unless otherwise prohibited by law, every party obtaining an installation permit shall pay a 
fee of one hundred dollars ($100.00) for each installation permit. Any immediately adjoining real property owner 
cited to replace, repair, restore or otherwise maintenance any sidewalk, curb, apron, or utility strip for which that real 
property owner is legally responsible shall be exempt from paying any fees for obtaining an installation permit for 
these activities. 

(d) Surface cut permit. Unless otherwise prohibited by law, every party obtaining a surface cut permit shall pay a fee 
of two hundred fifty dollars ($250.00) for each surface cut permit. 

(e) The installation and surface cut permit fees required by this section shall be paid at the time of application for the 
permit. 

(f) Permit display. Permits issued pursuant to this chapter shall be conspicuously displayed or otherwise available at 
all times at the indicated work site and shall be available for inspection by the City or other government employees 
or officials upon request.

THE

NARRATIVE 

AN ORDINANCE CREATING A FIVE (5) YEAR, NON-EXCLUSIVE FRANCHISE FOR A CABLE TELEVISION SYSTEM WITHIN THE 
CONFINES OF THE CITY OF WILLIAMSTOWN, SAID FRANCHISE PROVIDING FOR: FULL FINANCIAL AND SHAREHOLDER 
DISCLOSURE; INDEMNIFICATION BY THE FRANCHISE GRANTEE AND ADEQUATE INSURANCE COVERAGE; A $50,000.00 LETTER OF 
CREDIT TO ENSURE FRANCHISE COMPLIANCE; PAYMENT TO THE GOVERNMENT; REQUIREMENTS FOR PROVIDING DATA, TESTING 
THE SYSTEM, AND MEETING MINIMUM OPERATIONAL STANDARDS; CONDITIONS OF STREET OCCUPANCY; USE OF POLES; 
MINIMUM CONSTRUCTION STANDARDS; ACCESS TO COMMUNITY FACILITIES; EMERGENCY ALERT OVERRIDE; ANTENNA 
SWITCHES; TWO HOUR STAND-BY POWER; TESTING AND ANALYZING THE SYSTEM AND PROOF OF PERFORMANCE; 
ESTABLISHMENT OF STANDARDS FOR BILLING PRACTICES; ESTABLISHMENT OF A COMPLAINT PROCEDURE; REFUNDS TO 
SUBSCRIBERS FOR FAILURE OF SERVICE; ALLOWANCE FOR A 30-DAY DISCONNECTION PERIOD; COUNCIL APPROVAL REQUIRED 
FOR A TRANSFER OF CONTROL OR ASSIGNMENT OF THE FRANCHISE; STANDARDS AND PROCEDURES ESTABLISHED FOR 
FORFEITURE OF THE FRANCHISE AND VALUATION OF THE SYSTEM; FORECLOSURE AND RECEIVERSHIP PROVISIONS; RESERVING 
GOVERNMENT RIGHTS IN THE FRANCHISE; ASSURANCES OF NONDISCRIMINATION; PROTECTIONS OF SUBSCRIBER PRIVACY; 
GOVERNMENT ACCESS TO PROPERTY AND RECORDS; AND PROVIDING LIQUIDATED DAMAGES. 

PENALTIES 

The full text of each section of the Williamstown Ordinance No. 2015-04 that imposes fine, penalty, forfeiture, tax or fee is as follows: 

Section 8. LIABILITY AND INSURANCE 

(a) General . The Liability and Insurance provisions of this franchise define the responsibilities of the Grantee to the Government. As used in these 
Liability and Insurance provisions, the term “Government” shall be defined as follows: “Government” means the City of Williamstown and its elected and 
appointed officials, employees, agents, boards, consultants, assigns, volunteers and successors in interest. 

(b) Indemnity. Grantee agrees to indemnify, hold harmless, and defend the Government from any and all losses or claims of whatever kind that arise 
from or are alleged to have arisen, directly or indirectly, in whole or in part from the execution, performance or breach of this franchise by Grantee, its 
employees, agents, servants, owners, principals, lessees, contractors and subcontractors, excluding negligence and misconduct on the part of the 
Government. This indemnity agreement shall in no way be limited by any financial responsibility, insurance, or loss control requirements below and shall 
survive forever. 

• For purposes of this Indemnity provision: 

• The word “defend” includes, but is not limited to, investigating, handling, responding to, resisting, providing a defense for, and defending claims, 
at Grantee’s expense, using an attorney approved in writing by the Government, which approval shall not be unreasonably withheld. 

• The word “claims” includes, but is not limited to, claims, demands, liens, suits, notices of violation from governmental agencies and other causes 
of action of whatever kind. 

• The word “losses” includes, but is not limited to: attorneys’ fees and expenses; costs of litigation; court or administrative agency costs; judgments; 
fines; penalties; interest, all environmental cleanup and redemption costs of whatever kind; and any liability arising from death, injury or damage of 
any ki nd to any person, including employees and agents of Grantee, its servants, owners, principals, licensees, vendees, lessees, contractors and 
subcontractors or the Government, and damage to or destruction of any property, including the property of the Government. 

(c) Insurance Requirements . Grantee shall procure and maintain for the duration of the franchise the following insurance against claims for injuries to 
persons or damages to property which may arise from or in connection with the performance hereunder by the Grantee: 

• Commercial General Liability Insurance with: 

• Limits of not less than $5,000,000.00 for property damage. 

• $5,000,000.00 for personal bodily injury or death to anyone person. 

• $5,000,000.00 for bodily injury or death aggregate per single accident or occurrence. 

• Products-Completed Operations coverage. 

• Personal and Advertising Injury coverage. 

• Explosion, collapse & underground coverage. 

• Grantee’s certificate of insurance will list as additional insureds, “the City of Williamstown, its elected and appointed officials, employees, and, 

to the extent they have an insurable interest, its agents, boards, consultants, assigns, volunteers and successors in interest.” 

• Additionally, such insurance shall contain endorsement that Grantee’s insurance coverage shall be primary insurance with respect to the 

Government. Any insurance or self-insurance maintained by the Government shall be in excess of the Grantee’s insurance and shall not contribute 

to it. 

Endorsement that coverage shall not be suspended, voided, canceled by either party, reduced in coverage or in limits except after thirty (30) days prior 
written notice by certified mail, return receipt requested to the Government. 

(2) Comprehensive Automobile Liability Insurance providing limits of not less than $5,000,000.00. 

(3) Workers’ Compensation Insurance as required by the Kentucky Revised Statutes and Employers Liability Coverage equal to $1,000,000 with 
endorsement that insurer shall agree to waive all rights of subrogation against Government for losses arising from work performed by the Grantee 
for Government. 

(4) The Grantee shall abide by all local, state, and federal insurance regulations. 

(a) Acceptability of Insurers . Insurance is to be placed with insurers qualified to do business in the Commonwealth of Kentucky. 

(b) Evidence of Insurance . Prior to written acceptance of this Ordinance as required by Section 6, the Government is to be furnished Certificates of 
Insurance reflecting the above coverages, and Grantee agrees to provide the Government, the following: 

(1) Signed renewal Certificates for expiring policies; 

(2) New Certificates of Insurance if policies or carriers change during terms of this franchise, showing compliance with the above Insurance 

requirements; and 

(3) Copies of Insurance policies upon request. 

(f) Right to Review, Audit and Inspect . Grantee understands and agrees that the Government may review, audit, and inspect any and all of Grantee’s 
records and operations to insure compliance with these Insurance requirements. 

(a) Safety and Loss Control . Grantee agrees to adhere to and comply with all Federal, State and Local safety and environmental laws, regulations and 
Ordinances. The Grantee shall provide all safeguards, safety devices and protective equipment necessary to protect the life, health, safety and property of 
all persons on the job site, the public and the owner as required by applicable Federal, State and local law. 

(b) Definition of Default . Grantee understands and agrees that the failure to comply with any of these insurance, safety or loss control provisions within 
ten (10) business days after notice from the Government that the Grantee is not in compliance shall constitute a default under this Ordinance. The 
Government may elect, at its option, any single remedy or any combination of remedies, as available, including but not limited to, purchasing insurance 
and charging Grantee for any such insurance premiums purchased, or terminating the Grantee’s franchise. 

Section 9. LETTER OF CREDIT 

(q) Within thirty (30) days after the grant and acceptance of this franchise, the Grantee shall arrange for, and shall deposit with the Government, a letter 
of credit from a local financial in the amount of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000.00). The letter of credit shall be used to insure the faithful performance by 
the Grantee of all of the provisions in this Ordinance; and compliance with all orders, permits and directions of any agency, commission, board, 
department, division or office of the Government having jurisdiction over its acts or defaults under this Ordinance and the payment by the Grantee of any 
claims, liquidated damages, liens and/or taxes due the Government which may arise by reason of the construction, operation or maintenance of the 
System. 

(r) The letter of credit shall be maintained at fifty thousand dollars ($50,000.00) during the entire term of the franchise, even if amounts are withdrawn 
pursuant to subsections (a) or (c) of this section. 

(s) If the Grantee fails, after receipt of ten (10) days written notice, to pay to the Government any claims, liquidated damages, liens and/or taxes due the 
Government, or fails to repay the Government, with such ten (10) days, any damages, costs or expenses which the Government is compelled to pay by 
reason of any act or default of the Grantee in connection with the Grantee’s franchise; or fails, after three (3) days written notice of such failures by the 
Grantee to comply with any provision of this Ordinance which the Government reasonably determines can be remedied by demand on the letter of credit, 
the Government may immediately request payment of the amount thereof, with interest and any liquidated damages, from the letter of credit. Upon such 
request for payment, the Government shall notify the Grantee of the amount and date thereof. 

(t) The rights reserved to the Government with respect to the letter of credit are in addition to all other rights of the Government, whether reserved by 
this franchise or authorized by law, and no action, proceeding or exercise of a right with respect to such letter of credit shall affect any other right the 
Government may have. 

(u) The letter of credit shall contain the following endorsement: 

“It is hereby understood and agreed that this letter of credit may not be canceled or not renewed by the surety nor the intention to cancel or 
not to renew be stated by the surety until thirty (30) days after written notice to the Government of surety’s intention to cancel or not to 
renew.” 

Section 10. PAYMENT TO THE GOVERNMENT 

• Payments shall be made at the times and in conformance with the requirements of Kentucky Revised Statutes, Chapter 136, as revised by House Bill 
272 (Tax Modernization) in the 2005 Regular Session of the Kentucky General Assembly (the “Kentucky Franchise Law”). Additionally, the 
Government may at any time impose any fees or taxes consistent with state or federal law, including, but not limited to property taxes, and occupational 
license fees but excluding and never including Franchise Fees except to the extent allowed by subsection (c), below. 

• The excise tax distribution from the state is not a payment in lieu of any tax, fee or other assessment except as specifically provided in this 
Ordinance, or as required by applicable law. By way of example, and not limitation, permit fees and business license taxes are not waived and remain 
applicable to the extent they are not Franchise Fees. Such payments shall be made at the times and in conformance with the requirements of the Cable 
Ordinance. 

• Government may not collect Franchise Fees from Grantee except to the extent allowed by this subsection (c). If at any time Kentucky law is changed 
to allow the collection of Franchise Fees by the Grantee, (i) Grantee may collect said Franchise Fees for the reason that the Roads to be used by the 
Grantee in the operation of its system within the boundaries of the City Williamstown are valuable public properties, acquired and maintained by the 
Government at great expense to its taxpayers, and that the grant to the Grantee to use said Roads is a valuable property right without which the Grantee 
would be required to invest substantial capital in right-of-way costs and acquisitions, and (ii) the Franchise Fee shall be in an amount equal five percent 
(5%) of Grantee’s Gross Revenue from all sources attributable to the operations of the Grantee within the territorial limits of the City of Williamstown. 

• Grantee agrees to timely pay all of the fees applicable to Grantee associated with Chapter 105 of the code of ordinances, including any future 
amendments. 

(e) Subject to Section 622 of the Communications Act and the Kentucky Franchise Law, the payment of the Franchise Fee shall be in addition to any 
other tax or payment owed to the Government by Grantee. 

(f) If any Franchise Fee is owed to the Government under subsection (c), above, it shall be payable quarterly to the Government and the Grantee shall 
file a complete and accurate report, signed by and certified as accurate by an officer of the Grantee, of all Gross Revenues received within the territorial 
limits of the City of Williamstown during the previous three month period, and said payment shall be made to the Government no later than thirty (30) 
days after the expiration of the quarter when due. The Gross Revenue report from operations of the Grantee within the franchise area shall include: a 
schedule of Gross Revenue by category by month; a schedule of the number of Subscribers by category of service by month; and a schedule of Gross 
Revenue upon which the Franchise Fee is based. 

(g) If any Franchise Fee is owed to the Government under subsection (c), above, upon reasonable notice, the Government shall have the right during 
Normal Business Hours to inspect the Grantee’s income records at the Grantee’s office, the right to audit and to re-compute any amounts determined to be 
payable under this Ordinance; provided, however, that such audit shall take place within twelve (12) months following the close of each of the Grantee’s 
fiscal years. If, as a result of such audit or review, the Government determines that Grantee has underpaid its fees to the Government in any twelve (12) 
month period by ten percent (10%) or more, then, in addition to making full payment of the relevant obligation, Grantee shall reimburse the Government 
for all of the reasonable costs associated with the audit or review, including costs for attorneys, accountants and other consultants. Any additional amount 
due to the Government as a result of an audit or review shall be paid within the thirty (30) days following written notice to the Grantee by the 
Government, which notice shall include a copy of the audit report and copies of all invoices for which the Government seeks reimbursement. 

(h) In the event that any franchise payment or recomputed amount is not made to the Government on or before the applicable dates heretofore specified, 
interest shall be charged from such date at the annual rate of 2% over prime interest rate. 

(i) The Government reserves the right to require the Grantee to collect any consumer or other tax or other fee that may be lawfully imposed by the 
Government, the Commonwealth of Kentucky, or the federal government on Cable Services. 

(i) No acceptance of any payment by the Government shall be construed as an accord and satisfaction that the amount paid is in fact the release of any 
claim that the Government may have for further or additional sums payable under this Ordinance. 

Section 11. LIQUIDATED DAMAGES 

(a)For failure to comply with any of the provisions of this Ordinance, Grantee shall forfeit five hundred dollars ($500.00) per day or part thereof that the 
violation continues. 

• Before the Government may assess any liquated damages under this section and before any sums are withdrawn from the letter of credit, the 
Government shall give the Grantee written notice and an opportunity to be heard in accordance with the following procedure: 

(1) The Government shall notify the Grantee, in writing, of an alleged failure to comply with the provisions of this Ordinance as outlined in Section 11 
(a), which notice shall specify the alleged failure. 

(2) The Grantee shall, within fifteen (15) days after receipt of the notice, either cure the alleged failure or, in a written response to the Council, either 
present facts and arguments in refutation or excuse of such alleged failure or state that the alleged failure will be cured and set forth the method and time 
schedule for accomplishing such cure. 

(3) If the Grantee fails to cure and/or fails to notify the Government as provided in the preceding paragraph within fifteen days, the Council shall hold a 
public hearing to determine whether or not any violation has occurred. Notice of such public hearing shall be sent out not less than seven (7) nor more than 
twenty-one (21) days before the public hearing. 

(4) Following the public hearing and a majority vote of the Council finding that a failure to comply with a provision of the franchise has occurred, the 
Council may issue a written decision ordering liquidated damages in accordance with this section. 

(a) Except as provided in federal law, Grantee shall not be excused from complying with any of the terms and conditions of this Ordinance by any failure 
of the Government, upon anyone or more occasions, to insist upon the Grantee’s performance or to seek Grantee’s compliance with anyone or more of 
such terms or conditions. Payment of liquated damages shall not excuse nonperformance under this Ordinance. 

Section 29. FORFEITURE OF FRANCHISE 

• In addition to all other rights and powers pertaining to the Government by virtue of the franchise or otherwise, the Government, by and through its 
Council, reserves the right to terminate and cancel the franchise and all rights and privileges of the Grantee hereunder in the event that the Grantee: 

• Violates any material provision of the franchise or any material rule, order, or determination of the Government made pursuant to the franchise, 
except where such violation is without fault or through excusable neglect; 

• Attempts to evade any material provision of the franchise or practices any fraud or deceit upon the Government; 

• Knowingly makes a material misrepresentation of any fact in the proposal for renewal, or negotiation of the franchise; or 

• Fails to restore Cable Service following ninety-six (96) or more consecutive hours of interrupted service, except when approval of such 
interruption is obtained from the Government. 

• Forfeiture Procedure . 

• The Government may make a written demand that the Grantee do or comply with any such provision, rule, order or determination. If the violation 
by the Grantee continues for a period of thirty (30) days following such written demand without written proof that the corrective action has been 
taken or is being actively and expeditiously pursued, the Government may place its request for termination of the franchise upon the next regular 
Council meeting agenda. The Government shall cause to be served upon Grantee, at least ten (10) days prior to the date of such Council meeting, a 
written notice of intent to request such termination and the time and place of the meeting, legal notice of which shall be published in a newspaper of 
general jurisdiction within the confines of the City of Williamstown. 

• The Council shall consider the request of the Government and shall hear any person interested therein, and shall determine in its discretion, 
whether or not any violation by the Grantee was with just cause. 

• If such violation by the Grantee is found to have been with just cause, the Council shall direct the Grantee to comply therewith within such time 
and manner and upon such terms and conditions as are just and reasonable. 

• If the Council determines such violation by the Grantee was without just cause, then the Council may, by resolution, declare that the franchise of 
the Grantee shall be terminated and forfeited unless there is compliance by the Grantee within such period as the Council may fix. 

(c) In the event of said revocation, the Grantee shall have two years from the date on which it ceases operations to remove, at its own expense, all 
portions of its cable television system from all streets within the confines of the City of Williamstown, and shall restore said streets to a condition 
reasonably satisfactory to the Government within such period of time. 

Section 30. FORECLOSURE 

Upon the foreclosure or other judicial sale of all or a substantial part of the system, or upon the termination of any lease covering all or a substantial part 
of the system, the Grantee shall immediately notify the Government of such fact, and such notification shall be treated as a notification that a change in 
control of the Grantee has taken place, and the provisions of Section 28 of the ordinance, governing the consent of the Council to such change in control of 
the Grantee, shall apply. 

Section 31. RECEIVERSHIP 

The Council shall have the right to cancel this franchise one hundred and twenty (120) days after the appointment of a receiver, or trustee, to take over 
and conduct the business of the Grantee, whether in receivership, reorganization, bankruptcy, or other action or proceeding, unless such receivership or 
trusteeship shall have been vacated prior to the expiration of said one hundred and twenty (120) days, or unless: 

(1) Within one hundred and twenty (120) days after his election or appointment, such receiver or trustee shall have fully complied with all the 
provisions of this ordinance and remedied all defaults thereunder; and 

(2) Such receiver or trustee, within said one hundred and twenty (120) days shall have executed an agreement, duly approved by the court having 
jurisdiction in the premises, whereby such receiver or trustee assumes and agrees to be bound by each and every provision of this ordinance and the 
franchise granted to the Grantee.
